As briefed by SITL, most of the heat is in the north/northeast part of the fire. Scattered heat in south and west 
portion. 
**East arm of fire roughly half-mile south of main fire there is a 28 acre spot fire, un-named point/saddle.**             
             Scattered heat polygons were drawn when multiple heat spots with multiple hits were in close proximity. 
Isolated spots are where fewer spots were farther apart. Defining between scattered heat and intense heat isn't 
as clear cut at this stage of the fire – the dividing line could be put multiple places.
